Signs Indicate Sealing 0 i

Senior military officers also 
suggest the mining of North 
Vietnamese ports and intense 
bombing of railroad lines from 
China may have caused enough 
of a supply pinch to delay the 
long-expected 
climatic 
attack 
on the city of Hue. North Viet­ 
namese 
attacks 
have 
been 
stalled elsewhere in South Viet­ 
nam in recent weeks.

experts are convinced

Aid McGovern 
Over The Top

Sen. George S. McGovern’s 
quickening race for the Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential nomination 
v as boosted today by the grow­ 
ing possibility that fallen front- 
runner Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
would release his delegates and 
lend his support. 
Sources indicated Wednesday 
that the Maine senator would 
abandon entirely this campaign 
and 
support 
McGovern. NRC 
and the New York Times re­ 
ported 
that 
the 
word 
could 
come when Muskie addresses 
the 
National 
Press 
Club 
in 
Washington on Friday. 
Muskie’s support and the 166 
delegates his candidacy collect­ 
ed before it faltered, could put 
McGovern within grasping dis­ 
tance of the all-im portant fig­ 
ure of 1,509, 
the number of 
delegates 
needed to win the 
nomination .in M iam i Beach, in 
July. 
Even before word of Muskie’s 
possible move began to circu­ 
late, 
McGovern was allowing 
himself the luxury of specula­ 
ting that a first-ballot victor;' in 
Miami is possible after defeat­ 
ing his chief rival, Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota, in 
the pivotal California primary, 
as well as three others Tues­ 
day. 
For his part, Humphrey was 
acknowledging 
only 
that 
his 
chances 
were 
“ not 
what 
I 
would call the best.” He said 
he has a. good, chance on. a sec­ 
ond or third convention ballot 
and would have a better chance 
against President Nixon in No­ 
vem ber than would McGovern. 
Late W ednesday, the public 
pronouncements from the Mus­ 
kie cam p tended to the cautious 
with spokesman Richard Stew­ 
art saying the senator is still 
trying to decide. 
Stewart 
said 
Muskie 
and 
McGovern talked by telephone 
Wednesday but he did not know 
what was discussed.

McGovern 
delegate 
count, according to his cam­ 
paign director, G ary Hart, Is 
expected to reach at least 1,335 
delegates, and possibly as high 
as 1.400, following the June 20 
New York primary, last of the 
batch.

US AC Rejects 
Appeal By 
Gurney, Grant 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—What 
in effect was a $72,000 fine for 
illegal refueling during the In­ 
dianapolis 500-mile auto race 
remained standing today after 
a United States Auto Club panel 
rejected the appeal by car own­ 
er Dan Gurney and driver Jer­ 
ry Grant. 
Grant drove his Eagle-Of- 
fenhauser to a second place fin­ 
ish here May 27, but a protest 
that he took on fuel from team­ 
mate Bobby Unser’s pit tank 
was allowed by race stewards. 
Grant had made a pit stop 30 
miles from the end of the race 
for a tire change. He overshot 
his own pit, ended in that of 
Unser who was forced out early 
in the race, and his crew inad­ 
vertently began pumping fuel 
from Unser’s supply. Gurney 
said he stopped the crew' as 
quickly as he spotted them. 
Each ca>* was limited to 325 
gallons of fuel 
the 75 in the 
car’s tank at the start of the 
race and 250 gallons in the pit 
tank. 
The stewards ruled Grant’s 
last 12 laps around the 2Mi-mile 
Speedway course were invalid 
because of the rules infraction 
and dropped him from second 
to 12th place. That meant a dif­ 
ference of about $72,000 in prize 
money. 
Gurney appealed, not 
denying the infraction, but con­ 
tending the penalty was unduly 
harsh. He also said rules do not 
spell out a penalty illegal re­ 
fueling. 
Charlie 
Brockman, 
US AC 
president, announced the ver­ 
dict, saying the panel con­ 
curred with the penalty as­ 
sessed by stewards. He added, 
“The appeal panel does not dis­ 
pute Mr. Gurney’s testimony 
that the refueling operation was 
a mistake and that the car did 
not need additional fuel. How­ 
ever, the panel does not feel 
that this line of testimony is 
relevant. 
“The panel agrees the con­ 
sequences of a mistake during 
a period of great pressure w'ere 
extremely severe to the princi­ 
pals. However, unfortunate as 
it may be, racing is replete 
with instances where small 
mistakes are very costly. The 
appeals panel feels any other 
decison might well have been 
considered arbitrary.” 
Brockman said there is a 
“possibility of increasing the 
fuel capacites of the pit tanks 
before next year’s Indianapolis 
1 ace” to eliminate the need for 
any competitor having to make 
a decision on whether or not to 
break a rule. 
He said because so many 
cars had fuel difficulties here, 
there is a good chance of in­ 
creasing the pit tank capacities 
to 300 gallons for the Pocono 
500 July 2. “But this would re­ 
quire a unanimous agreement 
by all competitors since the en- 
t*y blanks call for 250 gallons 
and already have been signed 
and returned,” Brockman said.

The committee may not have 
had Sinatra, but it had two voc­ 
al witnesses on opposite sides 
of the track on the subject of 
legalized gambling. 
I “People today do not view 
gambling as a matter of moral 
concern but primarily as a 
source of entertainment,” said 
Howard “Howie the Horse” 
Samuels, head of New York 
City’s Off-Track Betting Corp. 
To back it up, Samuels re­ 
ported first-year profits of $15 
million, of which 80 per cent 
went to the city and 20 per cent 
to state government.

“Professional and collegiate 
sports are a way of life in this 
country,” 
Cahn 
maintained. 
“Everything must be done to 
prevent the corrupting in­ 
fluence of crime to destroy it. 
Legalizing the most corruptive 
of all influences is not the an­ 
swer.”

Bob Pribble, 21, R. 1, Bloomingdale, 
Is a nature lover who likes to pick up 
living things for a closer look. 
His Parke County habitat, best known 
for its numerous covered bridges, also is 
well equipped with things that crawl, hop 
and do other things more interesting 
than just setting there. 
Last month Pribble saw a small snake 
resting under a parked car on a gravel 
road. The shade made its bright metallic 
head approximately gravel color. 
Hie young man reached under the car 
to capture the snake and the copperhead 
very efficiently injected his arm with two 
shots of venom from its hypodermic 
fangs. 
The arm. began to swell.. A Rockville 
physician sent Pribble to Clinton hospi­ 
tal. Police and conservation officers con­ 
verged there with supplies of anti-venom 
serum. 
The anti-venom shots worked, as they 
usually do, and Pribble is back in Parke 
County pursuing his usual activities. 
The case illustrates the fact that you 
still can be tagged by a poisonous snake 
in Indiana . . . a copperhead almost any­ 
where in hilly, rocky regions or a massa- 
sauga rattler in a swampy area. 
The bites seldom are fatal, thanks to a 
combination of modem treatment and 
fast transportation. 
Dr. Sherman A. Minton, Jr., Indiana 
University Medical Center herpatolocist, 
microbiologist and son of the late u. 8. 
Supreme Court justice, says Indiana 
records about one death 'per year from 
bites and stings. 
“But the most common cause of such 
deaths is the common honey bee,” he 
said, “and almost invariably a person 
sensitized by earlier stings.” 
Dr. Minton recalls that Ripley County 
had a spider bite death many years ago 
that was attributed to a tarantula. He 
thinks it probably was a black widow 
spider. 
“We don’t have the big tarantulas in 
Indiana” he said. “The only tarantula 
reported from Indiana was one of the 
trapdoor type, collected near New Al­ 
bany, and its bite is not fatal.” 
Dr. Minton has made the first report 
of an Indianian suffering ill effects from 
the bite of another spider called Chira- 
canthium mildei. It nipped a swimmer 
in a heated indoor pool in Indianapolis 
last December. 
Treatment required three weeks but 
the patient recovered fully. 
At the risk of being put in Coventry 
by Southern Indiana, Inc., New Albany 
native Minton reported that the Mediter­ 
ranean hornet has moved Into the bot­ 
tom of the state ... and it is bigger and 
more dangerous than the native species. 
There was a bad case of Mediterranean 
hornet sting in Harrison County a couple 
of years ago. 
Dr. Minton says one of the unpleasant 
things about the immigrant is that it 
doesn’t mind building its big paper neat 
near human habitations. Native hornets 
stay as far from people as they can. 
One of the worst American snakes is 
the cottonmouth moccasin because it’s 
the only one that will stand its ground, 
so to speak, and fight you. 
“There is no report of a cottonmouth 
ever being found in Indiana,” Dr. Minton 
says. “If looks as if they would be around 
Hovey Lake in Posey County, a typical 
southern cypress lake, but I’ve never 
been able to find one there.”

Catfish-Raising Project Among 
Those Designed To Aid Poor People 
DENVER (AP) — Three big 
brooder male catfish swam 
slowly to and, fro in the big 
glass tank, occasionally peering 
out at the people peering in at 
them. 
The fish were on display to 
illustrate a bit of the widely 
growing church activity to 
boost the lot of the poor. 
This effort has taken, on new, 
multi million-dollar dimensions 
in most major denominations, 
both Protestant and Roman 
Ca.th.olie, with a revised ap­ 
proach of funding projects run 
by the poor themselves. 
“The help goes both to Chris­ 
tians and non-Christians, re­ 
gardless of religious affilia­ 
tion,” says Dr. Bryant George 
of Tea neck, N.J., voicing a pol­ 
icy that has become standard 
for most major denominations. 
Dr. George, director of the 
United Presbyterian Fund for 
the Seif-.Developm.ent of People, 
adds: “It is to enable those 
who are totally dependent to 
become independent.” 
The 
United 
Presbyterians 
backed 230 projects last year 
with grants totalling $2.3 mil­ 
lion. Altogether churches are 
putting more than $20 million, 
annually into such efforts. 
The catfish, part of an exhibit 
at the ecent United Presby­ 
terian assembly here, offer a 
fascinating example of the in­ 
genuity and initiative involved 
in the projects. 
“It has brought new hope 
where 
before there was no 
hope,” says John McCown of 
Sparta, Ga,, a black man who 
helped originate a catfish-rais­ 
ing project in Georgia’s pover­ 
ty-afflicted Hancock County. 
The project, sparked by 
a 
$30,000 grant, 
has enabled 
about 250 families to get off the 
welfare rolls. 
“No one had any particular 
expertise or experience with 
the idea,” McCown says. “But 
neither could anyone say 
‘it 
can’t, be done’ because no one 
had tried it commercially.” 
It’s now the biggest “catfish 
farming” operation in the coun­ 
try. 
Brought together through a 
cooperative called the East 
Central Committee for Oppor­ 
tunity, poor fanners in. the area 
joined in preparing fish breed­ 
ing ponds on a 350-acre site. 
Original brood stock was ob­ 
tained from Arkansas. The 
project is now two years old 
and self-sustaining with its own 


hatcheries. 
Catfish bring about $1 a 
pound on the Georgia market 
*nd about $1.35 in New York, 
McCown says. 
Asked if catfish are usually 
considered scavengers, he said, 
“That’s true when fish have to 
rout out their own food. But 
these fish are different. 
“They get a full protein diet 
so they don’t have to sca­ 
venge.” 
He says the cooperative, em­

Swine Herd Management 
Affects Pig Liability 
Heavier pigs at birth have a 
definite advantage of libability. 
A study in Oregon shows that 
pigs weighing under 2 pounds at 
birth or 56 per cent of pigs sur­ 
vived to weaning, those weigh­ 
ing 2.1 pounds to 2.5 pounds, 
79.7 per cent lived, 2.6 to 3 
pounds — 88.2 per cent 3.1 to 
3.5 pounds 92.3 per cent; 3.6 to 
4 pounds 93.6 per cent and four 
pound pigs and up 98.7 per cent 
survived. 
As far as management goes, 
let’s start flushing the sow or 
gilt at 2 weeks prior to breed­ 
ing. Hand mating results in 10 
per cent boost in conception and 
10 per cent bigger litters. Limit 
sows and gilts feed early and 
up to middle of their festation 
period and increase gradually 
after that. Limit only the energy 
portion of a ration and make 
sure they get plenty of protein, 
vitamins and minerals.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Hoosier 
farmers, 
expecially 
those 
in 
Western Indiana, should be on 
the look out for armyworms, 
says David L. Matthew, Purdue 
University extension entomolo­ 
gist. 
Weather conditions and plant 
growth have been ideal for de­ 
velopment of armyworms 
in 
pastures, fence rows, minimum 
tillage corn planted in grasses, 
in cereal grain fields and in 
field margins adjacent to grain 
fields. 
Greenish in color, the small 
armyworms are smooth skinned 
with darker stripes running the 
length of their bodies. They feed 
at night and on cloudy days on 
plants belonging to the grass 
family and hide beneath crop 
debris at other times. 
After eating all feed in a 
specific area they then “ march” 
in great numbers seeking ad­ 
ditional food. Thus, the name, 


armyworm. 
Need for spraying depends on 
the condition, size and number 
of larvae found, Matthew says. 
To warrant spraying it takes 
about six healthy larvae, meas­ 
uring three-quarters of an inch 
or less, per foot of row in small 
grain fields. If most of the 
larvae are diseased or parasit- 
zed spraying would not be nec­ 
essary. 
Toxaphene, Dylox, Malathion 
and carbaryl (Sevin) can be 
used as controls. However, spec­ 
ified harvest restrictions must 
be followed for each crop, Mat­ 
thew emphasizes. For example, 
do not use Toxaphene on grass 
pastures or hay crops and do 
not use carbaryl (Sevin) on 
small grains—wheat, oats, bar­ 
ley and rye. 
Farmers who are in doubt 
whether to spray should talk 
with their Area Extension crops 
agent, Matthew suggests. 


A Look At Farm 
Market Scene 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Soybean 
prices declined sharply and oth­ 
er grains trended lower while 
livestock prices were generally 
steady to higher during late 
May. 
J. William Uhrig, Purdue Uni­ 
versity extension economist, lists 
these as highlights of price chan­ 
ges occurring for major agricul­ 
tural commodities produced by 
Hoosier farmers. 
Reduced 
cnishings 
of soy­ 
beans and predictions for a larg­ 
er than anticipated 1972 soybean 
acreage were major factors cau­ 
sing soybean prices to decline 
nine cents per bushel, he notes. 
By the end of May, cash soy­ 
beans were selling for $3.47V4 a 
bushel in Chicago. This is 34.5 
cents above year earlier levels. 
Corn 
prices 
rose two cents 
during late May but ended the 
month on a weaker note. Cash 
corn sold at $1.28 a bushel in 
Chicago. Stocks of corn on April 
1 were about 3.3 billion bushels. 
Projected usage is around two 
billion bushels for the remain­ 
der of 1972. Much of the project­ 
ed carryover is under govern­ 
ment ownership or loan. 
Uncertainty about future feed 
grain sales to Russia, good wea­ 
ther for finishing corn planting, 
and ample supplies are major 
price factors in the current corn 
market, the economist adds. 
Cash wheat prices declined 
four cents per bushel at Kan­ 
sas C ity/ trading at $1.60 per 
bushel. 
Hog 
prices 
at Indianapolis 
traded in a $1 range, ending the 
month 35 to 50 cents lower than 
at mid-May. Top quality hogs 
sold for $27 per hundredweight 
at month’s end. Demands be­ 
came sluggish as supplies in­ 
creased. 
Choice steers at Omaha rose 


50 to 75 cents per hundred­ 
weight to trade in the $35.25 to 
$37.50 range. Strong demand and 
tight supply conditions continu­ 
ed with many lightweight, und­ 
er-finished 
cattle 
apparently 
moving to market. Feedlots are 
viewed as more current now 
than at any time this year. 
Wholesale beef prices were 
generally 
steady at Chicago, 
trading at $57-$58 per hundred­ 
weight. 
Grade A large eggs declined 
a cent per dozen at Chicago 
markets, trading at 27.5 cents 
ler dozen.

Ripen Tomatoes 
Faster With 
New Chemical 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Hie day 
is nearing when home gardeners 
will be able to mix a simple 
compound with water, spray it 
on their tomatoes, and see them 
ripen seven days ahead of nor­ 
mal. 
Cleared by the Federal Drug 
Administration and now being 
used experimentally in Indiana, 
the compound, (2-Chloroethyl) 
phosphonic acid, marketed as 
Ethrel, appears to have a bright 
future as a plant regulator. 
Normally, fruit ripening re­ 
sults from ethylene naturally 
produced in the fruit, explained 
Herbert C. Dostal, Purdue Uni­ 
versity professor of horticulture. 
When ethylene reaches a crit­ 
ical concentration, the fruit be­ 
gins to turn — change color and 
ripen. Under normal conditions, 
46 days elapses from flowering 
to the beginning of ripening. 
Upon 
application 
the 
com­ 
pound Ethrel is absorbed into 
the fruit, releasing ethylene and 
increasing 
the 
concentration. 
The 
critical 
level 
then 
is 
reached ahead of normal. Fruit 
ripens a full seven days in ad­ 
vance. 
Although it has been used at 
Purdue (and by other research 
institutions) for the last three 
years, this is the first Ethrel 
has been released with erperi- 
mental label. This means it is 
being made available in limited 
amount to selected growers but 
is not yet in general distribu­ 
tion. 
For instance, enough has been 
released this year so that it can 
be 
applied on 
approximately 
five per cent (roughly 700 acres) 
of Indiana’s total tomato pro­ 
duction area. 
Completely safe and simple to 
apply, the chemical is funda­ 
mental in the development of 
fruit, 
points 
out Dostal.

Q. — I bought an unfinished 
bureau a couple of years ago 
but never got around to putting:

It 
suits us well, but it has no gut­ 
ters around the roof eaves. I al­ 
ways believed 
that the 
law 
called for gutters on a house to 
take care of the rain. 
The 
building 
company 
representa­ 
tive says this isn't so. He says 
it is perfectly legal, but he 
seems a little vague about de­ 
tails. Can you advise us? 
A — Some communities per­ 
mit houses to be built without 
gutters and downspouts, provid­ 
ing 
that 
the 
roof 
overhang 
meets certain requirements re­ 
garding size. It is unlikely that 
any developer would attempt to 
violate the law in this respect 
because it would jeopardize his 
chances of getting the neces­ 
sary certificates of occupancy. 
However, your local town hall 
will advise you whether gutters 
and downspouts are required. 
Actually, the important thing 
is whether the land around the 
house is graded so that rain 
flows away from it when it hits 
the ground. If it does, you may 
get by without gutters. If it 
doesn't, even guters may not 
be sufficient. In the latter case, 
the downspouts would have to 
be connected to drain tiles to 
carry roof water away from the 
house.

signing up with his rivals. 
Today, it is Muskie who is no­ 
where. 
Sen. 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
isn’t much better off, although 
he is not disheartened, is going 
to stay with it and "get this 
nomination." 
The odds against that went 
up Wednesday when McGovern 
won the California presidential 
prim ary, the big one with its 
271 delegate votes at the Demo­ 
cratic 
convention 
in 
Miami 
Beach. 
He won in New Mexico, too, 
although narowly, 
over 
Gov. 
George C, Wallace of Alabama,. 
He captured a solid majority of 
the 109-vote New Jersey con­ 
vention delegation. And he won 
unopposed in his own South Da­ 
kota. 


"I can’t believe we’ve won

McGovern 
told his cheering supporters at 
a victory rally in Hollywood. 
Tuesday’s prim aries pushed 
his

com­ 
mitments to 904Vi. No one else 
is even close, and there are 
more to come. His m anagers 
hope to gain at least 200 dele­ 
gates in the New York prim ary 
two weeks away, more still in. 
convention states. 
No candidate but McGovern 
now has a chance of winning 
nomination on the first con­ 
vention ballot., 
Even some of his critics, led 
by Southern governors who fear 
a ticket led by the South Da­ 
kota liberal would drag down 
the party in the fall, acknowl­ 
edge it may be too late to 
stop him. 
One reason is that the Demo­ 
cratic 
establishment 
didn’t 
make any real effort to stop 
McGovern until late in the pri­ 


mary 
season,

Many Phone Firms Seek More Money 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (AP) 
— 
Telephone companies are dial­ 
ing their state utilities commis­ 
sions for more money and some 
customers are calling it m ur­ 
der. 


That’s the scenario in Ohio, 
Kentucky and Indiana, an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey showed to­ 
day. 
Only West Virginia 
in the 
four-state area is getting a bit 
of relief, and even that’s some­ 
thing like sitting on a barbed 
wire fence because it feels so 
good when one gets up. 
Ohio Bell wants to hike rates 
to get $166 million a year more 
revenue. Indiana Bell is asking 
$14.8 
million 
more 
annually. 
South Central Bell in Kentucky 
wants $25.7 million income in­ 
crease. 


West Virginia’s Public Serv­ 
ice 
Commission 
recently 
ap­ 
proved an annual rate increase 
of $7.6 million, which means 
the 
state’s 
410,000 
telephone 
customers will get $12 million 
in refunds. They’ve been pay­ 
ing $12 million a year in higher 
rates since March, 1970, under 
bond. Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telphone Co., the state’s larg­ 


est, asked for an $11.3 million 
annual rate hike. 
The individual impact of the 
requested rate increases varies 
widely. 
The Indiana increase would 
not affect domestic service to 
customers. It would raise only 
long distance rates and the fees 
for installing and changing tele­ 
phones. 


But, 
in 
Kentucky 
monthly 
telephone bills would grow on 
the average of 24 per cent, and 
in some cities by 50 per cent. 
The increase sought by Ohio 
Bell would push up one-party 
residential rates by 38.2 per 
cent. 
Reasons given by the tele­ 
phone companies for requesting 
rate hikes are generally pre­ 
dictable. 
Ohio Bell’s President Fred­ 
erick R. Eckley said his firm ’s 
1972 rates are based on 1968- 
1969 
cost 
levels. 
Chesapeake 
and Potomac appealed the in­ 
crease West Virginia granted 
on the basis it gave only 7.33 
per cent rate of return and that 
it must have 8 per cent to at­ 
tract investment capital. 
South Central Bell in Ken­ 


tucky cited the high cost of bor­ 
rowing money and the need to 
improve facilities to maintain 
good service as reasons for its 
request. 


Indiana Bell blamed higher 
labor costs. 


West Virginia awaits the out­ 
come of the Chesapeake and 
Potomac 
appeal 
and 
Ohio 
awaits a hearing on rates next 
fall, probably in October, but 
Indiana and Kentucky are in 
the midst of hearings.

Estimates by contractors for 
the same project may differ, 
but if one is far, far lower than 
the other, better check into ex­ 
actly what you’re getting. One 
may be giving you plywood 
that retails at $4 for a 4 feet by 
8 feet panel, the other plywood 
with a price tag of $8 a panel. 
You may feel that the $4 panel 
will do very nicely. And you 
may not care too much about 
the skill of the workmen in­ 
volved because you want the 
job done at the cheapest pos* 
sible price.
